DETROIT. — Chrysler-Dodge 
laid off many hundreds again last 
week, Max Horton, acting director 
of the Michigan Employment Se- 
curity Commission said things 
wont get better. ~ 

In Detroit last week Horton ad- 
mitted that 107,254 were unem- 
ployed, that 8,000 additional have 
used up all their unemployment 
compensation (35,000 state wide); 
that there are 5,500 who can't get 
unemployment compensation, 
cause they either quit, were fired, 
turned down jobs or left: to have 
babies. Another 8,400 can’t draw’ 
compensation from the state’ be- 
cause they haven't worked long 
enough in a “covered plant to 
qualify. There are also 12,000 idle 
‘from plants too small for coverage. 


In Detroit the Compensation of- | 
ficials’ total reaches around 141,- 
000. Statewide a minimum of 
50,000 could be added if not more. 
| In Detroit there are 5,400 youth 
just out of schools who are Lion. 
lessly seeking some form of A 
ployment. Horton points out that 
‘there aré now mary workers who 
have been out of work since last 
summer and who may be out of 
work another year. 
| Like all the rest of the State 
and City officials, Horton makes 
‘no mention of the desperate plight 
of the Negro workers who are the 
first to be laid off dnd who are 
barred from finding jobs anywhere 
because of the vicious’ jimcrow 
hiring pdlicy.
